Applicant argues Densert et al does not 
disclose a stabilized head-dependent wearable frame structure adapted for wearing on a subject's head in a condition thereon of relative 
positional stability. Examnier disagrees and maintains the anticipatory rejection by Densert et al as broadly as structurally claimed.
